From Our Own Correspondents 
CARDIFF 


Supplies of all qualities are extremely 
scarce and a very strong tone rules. 
Miners will be on holiday all this week, 
so the position will be difficult for 
some time. 


SWANSEA 


Pits all through the coalfield are still 
idle for the official holidays, but work 
is restarting at docks if required so 
that shipments may be completed when 
cargo or bunkers are available, Fresh 
business in anthracites is extremely 
difficult to complete as collieries hold 
such extensive engagements, 


NEWCASTLE 


Little coal is available, supplies 
coming forward rather slowly from col- 
lieries. There is no Jack of coastwise 
tonnage, but shortage of supplies 
restricts prompt business. There is 
sustained forward inquiry for all 
descriptions of fuel. The bunker 
position remains difficult with supplies 
scarce for early loading and quantities 
difficult to make up. 


HULL 

Supplies will be scarce for a few 
weeks as holidays are interfering with 
production. Some pits have resumed 
working, others are idle this week so 
somo time will elapse hefore normal 
conditions prevail. In the meantime 
the major portion, of present outputs is 
earmarked, for home requirements and 


bunkers. There is no prospect of 
increased exports. 
MERSEY 


Several collieries are expected to re- 
sume workings this week. Stocks of 
bunker coals are ample for immediate 
purposes while washed singles and 
washed slack are heavily directed Sor 
industrial and electricity purposes. 
There is no change in the export posi- 
tion. Shippers continue to obtain good 
ingitiries but permits are still slow in 
maturing. All classes of house coal for 
coastwise destinations are fully engaged 
and orders are in arrears. 


GLASGOW 

Steelworks are pressing heavily for 
increased deliveries, but as sized coal 
is the fuel required supplies are diffi- 
cult to arrange, Requirements of 
paper mills are also urgent. Coastwise 
shipments are on a moderate scale, 
local demands preventing any expan- 
sion. Demand for gas char is still easy 
but the market anticipates an increase 
next month.

An increase of £31,767 is reported 
in the total value of the dues on 
inwards and outwards traffic of the 
Port of Dublin for the half-year 
ended June 28, 1946; the total value 
was £93,388, an increase of £31,767 
compared with the first half of 
1945. During this period the 
aggregate tonnage of vessels arrived 
at Dublin from foreign ports 
amounted to 206,262 tons, an in- 
crease of 140,103 tons compared with 
the corresponding period of last 
year; the tonnage of cross-channel 
and coastwise vessels was 551,012 
tons (+135,627 tons), the total for 
the half-year being 757,274 tons 
(+275,730 tons). The tonnage dues 


collected on foreign trade amounted 
to £17,575 (+£11,227), while on 
cross-channel and coastwise vessels 
the dues collected amounted to 
£46,003 (+£10,939); the total dues 
collected being £63,579 (+ £22,166). 
The dues on goods collected by the 
Dublin Port and Docks Board 
during the first six months of this 
year on the inwards traffic were as 
follows: Foreign trade, £30,595 
(+ £12,886); cross-channel trade, 
£18,701 (+£203); Irish trade, £281 
(+ £47) ; coal, £13,542 (+£2707). The 
total of these figures is £71,596 
(+£28,923). In the same period the 


outward traffic figures were : Foreign 
trade, £15,634 (+£1563); cross- 
channel, £18,701 (+£203); Irish 
trade, £1526 (+£1077) ; total, £21,791 
(+£2844). 


Dockers’ Strike Settled 


A settlement was reached last 
week in the strike of casual dockers 
which since the end of June has 
paralysed the business of the port 
of Dublin. The strike was due to 
a demand for a 12-day annual holi- 
day with pay. The demand 
was served jointly by the Irish 
Seamen’s and Port Workers’ 
Union, the Irish Transport and 
General Workers’ Union and the 
Workers’ Union of Ireland, and in- 
cludes both permanent and casual 
workers, about 700 dockers being in- 
volved. Food and cattle for Britain 
were held up and the quays were 


‘| soon congested with goods which 


were not allowed to be moved. 
Under the settlement dockers who 
have been enjoying up to six days’ 
holiday will this year receive three 
extra days, and casual men who 
have hitherto had no holidays will 
be entitled to three days on com- 
pletion of 1000 hours. 

The Dublin Port and Docks Board 
have adopted a recommendation of 
their Staff, Allowances and Gratui- 
ties Committee that 12 working 
days’ leave, with pay, be granted to 
all their regular employees with not 
less than 12 months’ service. The 
engineer and manager of the Custom 
House Dock were instructed’ to re- 
port with regard to emplovees with 
less than 12 months’ service and in 
regard to casual workers, 


Port Board 


Preparation has begun for the 
creation of the new Dublin Port 
Board constituted under the recently 
enacted Harbours Act. Nomina- 
tions for candidates seeking elec- 
tion as elected members of the Board 
may now be received. In accordance 
with the provisions of the Harbours 
Act, the Dublin Chamber of Com- 
merce has already chosen four per- 
sons to represent the Chamber— 
Mr, Charles M. O’Kelly and Mr. 
Percy McGrath, both former chair- 
men of the old body; Mr. John 
McEvoy, the present chairman, and 
Mr. Stephen McKenzie. 

Captain J. O’ Neill, general super- 
intendent of Irish Shipping, Ltd.; 
employers’ delegate at the Inter- 
national Labour Conference in 
Seattle, said that co-operation was 
needed not only in the Conference 
but also on board ship. He added 
that recently it had been made clear 
to them that Ireland needed a mer- 
cantile marine of reasonable size, 
and that to operate a merchant fleet 
successfully there must be efficient 
and contented crews. As shipping 
was a highly competitive industry 
the task of building up a fleet would 
be easier if there were a fair degree 
of uniformity in working conditions 
between different countries. In his 
time at sea, Captain O’Neill said, 
he had seen many changes in regard 


to accommodation and the vexed 
questions of wages, hours and 
manning. He wished to see this 


progress maintained. 


Two New Ships 
Trish Shipping, Ltd., have made 
contracts with John Readhead & 


construction of two modern cargo 
liners. These vessels are designed 
to carry a deadweight of 7500 tons 
on a light draught. With recipro- 
cating engines, combined with a low- 
pressure Bauer-Wach turbine and 
oil-fired boilers, a speed of 14 knots 
will be maintained on an economic 
fuel consumption. Deck officers and 
engineers will be berthed in spacious 
rooms with saloon and smoke-room 
for their exclusive use. 

Cargo space will be laid out to 
permit of the speedy and efficient 
handling of general cargo, and the 
cargo handling gear will be of the 
most advanced type. There will be 
accommodation for 12 passengers in 
single- and double-berth cabins, 
with dining saloon, smoke-room, 
café bar and promenade deck. All 
furniture and fittings are to be of 
the highest standard; mechanical 
ventilation and heating will be pro- 
vided in all cabins. The crew 
accommodation will be spacious and 
well laid out. There will be sepa- 
rate mess-rooms for seamen and 
firemen, and only two seamen in 
each cabin, while each bunk will be 
fitted with bed lights. Generous 
space will be allocated for 
separate toilets, hot and cold baths 
and showers. A drying-room and 
oilskin locker are provided. There 
will be a two-cot hospital amidships, 
fitted with the most modern type of 
equipment. When ready next year 
for service these ships will form part 
of the company’s projected moder- 
nised fleet to sail between New York,

Montreal, St. John, N.B., and Trish 
ports, Irish Shipping, Ltd., are also 
negotiating for the purchase of 


existing tonnage with the object of 
improving the company’s various 
services. 

The Minister for Industry and 
Commerce’ has relaxed the control 
hitherto exercised by him on goods 
carried in Irish ships from Portu- 
guese and Spanish ports. This con- 
trol was exercised in agreement with 
the companies concerned so that 
priority might be given to the most 
essential cargoes. Importers have 
thus been since enabled to apply 
direct to the Limerick Steamship 
Company, Ltd., the Saorstat & 
Continental Steamship Company, 
Ltd., and the Wexford Steam- 
ship Company, Ltd., for the 
shipment of cargo by this route. 
These three companies commenced 
the service to Spanish and Portu- 
guese ports when there was an 
almost complete embargo on ship- 
ping to Eire. There are substantial 
quantities of phosphates and pyrites 
waiting to be shipped from Spain, 
Portugal and North Africa.

the demand for heavy ironworkers— 
platers, riveters, &e.—and for ship- 
wrights is very acute, and shortage of 
such labour is actually holding up pro- 
gress in several berths. This results 
in a corresponding redundance among 
the less skilled classes, which include 
numbers of casual workers. On the 
engineering side also, although there 
is a demand for skilled workers, there 
is a sutplus of semi-skilled or trainee 
labour. 

There is a great difference between 
the shipbuilding industry and other 
branches of engineering in that there 
is less repetition work in the former. 
and whereas the trainee and semi- 
skilled worker is of value for mass pro- 
duction, he cannot be employed to the 
same advantage on work where each 
job is an individual one. Consequently 
there was no place in the industry for 
many semi-skilled workers when the 
war emergency ended, These men may 
be absorbed into the building industry 
when the building programme has 
developed and materials have become 
more plentiful, and, it may be added, 
when some of the controls are released. 


BELFAST 


New Tonnage Nearing 


Delivery 
BELFAST, Tuesday 

The next four or five weeks are likely 
to see a large reduction. in the number 
of ships at the finishing wharves at Bel- 
fast which have been crowded for many 
months past. It is expected that dur- 
ing the period up to eight vessels 
fitting-out. reconditioning or repairing 
will have been completed. The new ton- 
nage nearing- delivery comprises the 
Pacific Steam Navigation Company’s 
motorship Salaverry (7000 tons), which 
is to perform trials next week, the 
Anglo-Saxon tanker Linga (6300 tons), 
aud the refrigerated motorship Port 
Hobart (ex Empire Wesser), of 11,000 
tons, for the Port Line which should be 
ready about the end of the month. The 
whale oil refinery ship Balaena (15,009 
tous), for United Whalers, Ltd., is also 
nearing completion, 

The Salaverry is the fourth ship of 
her class to be built by Harland & 
Wolff. Ltd., at Belfast, ¡the others 
being the Namanco, Sarmiento and 
Nuntander, Two further ships are now 
under construction. The departure of 
the Linga will leave the bitumen 
carrier Patella (8200 tons) and two 
tankers on the stocks to represent the 
Anglo-Saxon Company in the port, 
while there is still a sister ship of the 


Port Hobart, the Blue Star Line’s 
Empire Star, formerly the Empire 
Mercia, to be finished. 


Three ships undergoing long-term re- 
conditioning after war service are in the 
final stages. The largest is the former 
Royal Mail liner Astwrius, now owned 
hy the Government, She is being fitted 
out as a first-class troopship, a contract 
which has taken a year to carry out. 
On Friday the Belfast Steamship Com- 
pany’s motor passenger vessel Ulster 
Monarch is to return to the Belfast-- 
Liverpool service, The delivery of this 
ship was delayed by a few weeks owing 
to the hold-up of materials, as was the 
Burns Laird motoeship Royal Ulster- 
man, which is also to re-enter the Irish 
Sea trade within a few weeks. 

Ou the repair side the Union Castle 
refrigerated cargo motorship Roslin 
Castle which arrived in Jnty for over- 
haul and repairs to her stern frames 
will leave next week. Her place has 
already been filled by the arrival of the 
Eros (5888 tons), a fruit-carrying ship 
managed by Elders & Fyffes. Ltd., 
which was built by Harland & Wolff, 
Ltd., at Belfast in 1936. The overhaul 
of this vessel is likely to take about 
three months. 

While the clearance of ships is by 
coincidence a large one the wharves 
will soon be taxed to capacity again 
with new tonnage and ships taken in 
hand for reconditioning. The Holt 
liner Calchas (9000 tons) will be 
launched within a few weeks and two 
further tankers will be in the water 
during the autumn. Nor will these 
be the only remaining launches of 
the year. It is understood that other 
large liners of the Unton Castle fleet 
will also join the Cupetouwn Castle and 
the Warwick Castle when released by 
the Ministry of Transport. l

By 
that time substantial production 
figures should have been reached and 
the repairing industry should be able 
to claim one of its best years. 

The total output will probably prove 
to have been affected to some extent 
by the delay in obtaining materials. 
Recently. launches have been put back 
from this cause. More serious delays, 
however, are being experienced with 
vessels fitting out, and in one or two 
instances labour has been dispensed 
with for short periods, thus aggravat- 
ing that unemployment which the 
boilermakers are raising as a barrier 
to overtime working. 

Owing to the holidays, there were 
few launches or sea trials last month. 
The present month will be busier, how- 
ever. An indication of the volume of 
tonnage in hand on the Tyne can be 
obtained from the order book of Swan, 
Hunter, & Wigham Richardson, Ltd.; 
which shows that the firm have over 
20 vessels on order at their two 
shipyards. 

A recent addition to the number of 
large vessels in the river undergoing 
reconversion after war service is the 
armed merchant cruiser (lenearn, 
which has returned to home waters 
after service in the Pacific, She will be 
taken in hand by Smith’s Dock Com- 
pany.Ltd.,North Shields. The Glenearn

took part in the evacuation of Crete and 
in the Normandy landings. A number 
of docks are occupied with vessels that 
require several weeks’ repair. The Beal 
and IVooler, for example, have been in 
one of the three docks of the Mercan- 
tile Dry Dock Company, Ltd., for some 
weeks now, the Nikos T. similarly 
occupying another, 

Swan, Hunter, & Wigham Richard- 
son, Ltd., are now engaged in joining 
together the two parts of the Nor- 
wegian motor tanker Thorshordi. The 
work will Jast about three months. Last 
week Smith's Dock Company, Ltd., 
repaired 28 vessels, of which 20 were 
dealt with alongside. 

The work of reconverting the fleet

MIDDLESBROUGH, Tuesday 
Shipyard holidays on Tees-side are 
now concluded. Last week was holiday 
week for the men and staff of the Fur- 
ness Shipbuilding Company, Ltd., and 
work was not resumed until this morn- 
ing. But at the South Bank yard of 
Smith's Dock Company, Ltd., August 
Bank holiday was observed as a nor- 
mal working day. Similarly the iron 
and steel plants were on full produc- 
tion over the week-end in a concerted 
effort to keep pace with an overwhelm- 
ing demand for supplies of steel. 

The outlook for the shipbuilding in- 
dustry is still set fair. Apart from the 
heavy programme of new constriction, 
there is an enormous volume of work in 
sight for ship repairers, chiefly in the 
conversion of war vessels to peacetime 
purposes. 

The launch of the twin-screw motor 
tanker Gouldia by Smith’s Dock Com- 
pany, Ltd., last week, still leaves two 
more sister ships in course of construc- 
tion for the same owners, the Anglo- 
Saxon Petroleum Company, Ltd. 
These tankers with a deadweight capa- 
city of 6295 tons and a speed of 12 
knots loaded, are specially designed 
with a shallow draught for service in 
the Lake Maracaibo trade. 


BARROW 


Aircraft Carrier's Future 
BARROW-IN-FURNESS, Tuesday 
Work is proceeding at the naval con- 
struction yard of Vickers-Armstrongs, 
Ltd., according to plan, Work on the 
Orient & P. & O: liners is progressing. 
Tt is not expected that the 29.000-ton 
Oreades will be launched before the 
beginning of next year. and the 29,000- 
ton P. & O. liner will. be some time 
after that, The aircraft carrier on the 
stocks is not being hurried, Work is 
also progr ahe on the smaller vessels 


in hand. 

The peer of the two aircraft 
carriers building at Barrow is still in 
doubt. The Majestie, which was 


launched some time ago, and which has 
been lymg at the fitting-out wharf in 
the Buccleuch Dock. has now been 
taken away to another dock, where a 
moderate amount of work is being done 


on her. Work on aircraft carriers en- 
trusted to other builders has been 
suspended, but the Majestie and her 


sister ship on the stocks at Barrow are 
still in the naval programme and, at 
any rate, it looks as if the Majestic 
will eventually be completed and 
delivered, When, it is difficult to state, 
as work is being concentrated on mer- 
chant, ships. 

The Orient liner Orion is still being 
fitted out for her normal Australian 
service, and the Barrow-built P. & O. 
liner Ntratheden has now arrived to 
receive similar treatment, They present 
a rather imposing picture at the 
Buccleuch Dock Wharf. In the Devon- 
shire Dock’ a liner under construction 
for the Union Steam Ship Company of 
New Zealand, intended for the North 
and Sonth New Zealand service. is 
rapidly taking shape. 

Last week there was a slight setback 
by reason of a dispute with the 700 
joiners in, the yard, who objected to 
new terms. They decided to ‘‘ go slow ”’ 
and there were rumours of a strike; 
but the men are going back to normal 
hours this week, and negotiations are 
taking place with a view to arriving at 
a new agreement.

Shipyards and engineering works 
were idle last week for the annual 
holiday-with-pay, but a general stop- 
page did not work out so well as the 
staggered holiday.

FORCED CIRCULATION 
FOR MARINE BOILERS 


A New Condensing Heater 


By a Correspondent 


It has long been known that an 
inherent disadvantage of the internally 
fired cylindrical boiler, such as the 
“ Lancashire,” ‘‘ Super-Lancashire,”’ 
“ Economic,” “Scotch,” marine and 
similar types, is the large amount of 
stagnant water under the furnace 
tubes. This means slow starting up 
from cold, in addition to reduced 
thermal efficiency and rate of evapora- 
tion. The trouble could be eliminated 
by mechanical means, of course, such 
as using a‘centrifugal pump with pipe 
circuits, but the obvious disadvantages 
the space occupied, additional 
liability to breakdown and cost of the 
power. 

Accordingly, much interest attaches 
to a new type of circulator for cylin- 
drical boilers, as well as tanks and 
other apparatus, known as_ the 
“ Highfield’ condensing heater, a 
British invention (Patent No. 481,451), 
the sole makers of which are Meldrums, 
Ltd., Timperley, near Manchester. 
Essentially this consists of a small and 
compact arrangement which ean easily 
be fixed in any existing boiler or with 
equal facility withdrawn for inspection, 
and is located beneath the furnace 
tubes, whereby live steam from another 
boiler under steam, especially the 
donkey hoiler, is admitted into the 
water without noise or vibration, caus- 
ing rapid thermal circulation. The 
arrangement has the important advan- 
tages that the price is relatively small, 
no valuable space is occupied, since 
the apparatus is entirely in the boiler, 
and liability to breakdown is negligible, 
no more than the boiler itself, there 
being no moving parts, while operating 
costs are almost non-existent, due to 
the amazing reduction in the time 
factor. 

Tt is of outstanding importance that 
full steam pressure can be got up from 
cold in from about one to two hours, 
using steam from the donkey (or other) 
boiler, whereas without the circulator 
from 12 to 15 hours is normally 
required. The circulator is formed by 
a series of the heater units with 
approximately 1 ft. between each and 
arranged to rest on the bottom of the 
boiler in the dead cold water. Owing to 
the very rapid water circulation the 
boiler shell is approximately at the 
same temperature, thus eliminating 
the very undesirable stresses usually 
set up in cylindrical boilers of the shell 
type. 

Each heater unit consists of groups 
of hollow castings with a wide fin cast 
round, each having a wide triangular 
central hole, the periphery of the fins 
being rectangular. Also the castings 
are spaced by packings of various 
thicknesses to provide steam spaces 
through which the steam passes in very 
thin streams to the condensing zone 
of the fins and into the water, without 
noise or vibration, due to the correct 
proportions of apertures and condens- 
ing zone. Each group or unit is con- 
nected to the next one by a pipe having 
the same triangular section as the hole 
in the castings, thug forming a com- 
pact assembly, being securely held 
en bloc by three bolts passing horizon- 
tally from one end to the other. 

A typical example of the efficient 
operation is a test carried out upon 
an ‘‘ Economie ” type boiler,15 ft. 6 in. 
long, by 9 ft. 9 in. diameter, holding 
32,400 lb. of water to the gauge glass 
level. This was filled with water at 
133 deg. F., the boiler stop valve shut 
down and a small fire started in the 
two grates, the total amount of coal 
used being 10 cwt. Steam was taken 
from the mains to the circulator by 
a l-in. pipe, and 420 1b. of steam were 
used, full steam pressure being 
attained in one hour 10 minutes, while 
without the circulator the normal time 
for raising steam was 12 hours. 

Essentially, therefore, the apparatus 
gives silent heating, sufficient water 
circulation with freedom from vibra- 
tion, and elimination of back pressure. 
The steam expands in the gaps between 
the fin plates at the same pressure as 
the water head to condense into water 
before issuing from the heater, Con- 
sequently, the steam merges into the 
water quietly, without vibration or 
back pressure, the surface at the back 
of the fin plates in contact with the 
water offers a very large area for heat 
transfer, and the heated water rising 


are 
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making the heat transfer more effi- | 
ciént and setting up rapid circulation. 

Another test with a ‘ Highfield ” 
was a large open tank, 9 ft. by 4 ft. by 
5 ft. 1 in. depth, being equivalent to 
three cubic feet, or 187 lb. of water. 
The temperature in the tank at the 
start of the test was 90.5 deg. F. and 
the steam supplied to the circulator 
80 lb. per sq. in. On entering, the 
steam gave a ‘quiet circulation with a 
calm surface, and after 20 minutes only 
a slight hum was recorded, inaudible 
at 40 ft. away, with good circulation. 
In 45 minutes the water was boiling, 
with no sound, the steam pressure 
being 85 lb. per sq. in., and the height 
of the water in the tank increased to 
512 in., a difference of 5g in. from 
the commencement. As stated, the 
temperature had risen to boiling point 
from 90.5 deg. F.

AVERAGE EARNINGS 


Effect of Winter Hours in 


theļ?Shipyards JAR 


MINISTRY OF LABOUR'S 
SIX-MONTHLY INQUIRY 


According to statistics published in 
the July issue of “ The Ministry of 
Labour Gazette.’ the average earn- 
ings of all shipyard workers in the last 
pay week in January showed a decrease 
of 15s, 7d.. compared with those of six 
months previously (week ended 
July 21, 1945). the average earnings of 
men (21 and over) falling by 18s. 10d. 
over the same period. fn the earlier 
week the average earnings of all 
workers in the shipyards (130s. 3d.) 
were higher than those in any other 
industry. The smaller average earn- 
ings of all shipyard workers in the 
last pay week of January are largely 
the result of the diminution in the 
amount of overtime worked during the 
winter months. Compared with their 
average earnings in the last pay week 
in October. 1938 (the latest pre-war 
date for which figures are available), 
the average earnings of all shipyard 
workers in the last pay week in 
January, 1946. show an increase of 
91 per cent., those of men workers only 
showing an increase of 81 per cent. 

This information is contained in an 
article giving the results of an inquiry 
made by the Ministry of Labour and 
National Service in order to obtain 
particulars of the average weekly 
earnings and working hours of manual 
wage earners employed in manufac- 
turing industries generally, and in a 
number of the principal non-manufac- 
turing industries in the United King- 
dom. In the inquiry. forms were sent 
to all employers who had supplied 
information in response to a previous 
inquiry made in July. 1945, asking for 
particulars of the number of wage- 
earners at work in the last pay week in 
January, 1946. of the aggregate earn- 
ings of those wage-earners in that week. 
and of the total number of man-hours 
worked in the week, classified under 
the following headings: Men, 21 years 
and over; youths and hoys under 2t 
years; women, 18 years and over; and 
girls under 18 years. The employers 
were asked to give separate particulars 
of the numbers and earnings of any 
men or women employed as part-time 
workers for not more than 30 hours a 


week, who had entered their employ- 
ment since July, 1941, and of the 
number of hours worked hy such 
workers.

The total number of establishments 
to which forms were sent (exclusive of 
those which were found to be no 
longer in operation in Jannary, 1946. 


or to be employing no wage-earners 
within the scope of the inquiry) was 
about 53,600, of which approximately 
52,400 furnished returns stitahle for 
tabulation. The total number of 
wage-earners (including part-time 
workers) covered by returns showing 


the numbers employed and wages 
earned in the week was over five 
million. The main results of the 


inquiry are presented in tabular form 
showing (1) numbers of wage-earners 
covered by the returns received. and 
average enrnings in the last pay week 
in January, 1946; (2) average hours 
worked and average hourly earnings 
in one week of January. 1946; and (3) 
average percentage increases in weekly 
and hourly eaynings between October, 
1938, and January, 1946. 

Table I.. printed below, shows in 
column 1 the average earnings of all 
workers covered by returns received, 
relating to the last pay-week of Octo- 
ber, 1938. in shipbuilding and repair- 
ing, the various branches of engineer- 
ing, and motor vehicle, cvele and 
aircraft manufacture and repair, and, 
in the other columns (extracted from 
the relative table accompanying the 
article) the average earnings in the 
last pay-week in January, and per- 


years and over) (counting two part- 
timers as one full-timer), and all 
workers respectively. 

Table IT. shows. for shipbuilding. the 
various branches of engineering and 
the manufacture of aircraft, &c., the 
average hours worked by men (21 years 
and over) and all workers in the last 
pay-week of October. 1988, and in the 
last pay-week of January. 1946; and 
the average hourly earnings of men 
and all workers in the last pay-week of 
January, 1946, and percentage in- 
creases on the average liourly earnings 
in the last pay-week of October, 1938. 

A note appended to the original 
tables states that the figures given for 
the engineering, &c.. industry are 
based partly on returns from firms who 
are members of the Engineering, and 
Allied Employers’ National’ Federa- 
tion, and partly on returns from non- 
federated firms. The average earnings 
shown by the federated firms were in 
general higher than those shown by 


the non-federated firms (for “all 
workers,” for example, 104s. 10d, and 
99s, 4d.. respectively). The average 


hourly earnings were 27.2d. and 25.9d. 
respectively. 

As mentioned above. the original 
tables show the numbers of wage-earners 
covered by the returns received. The 
following extract shows the figures for 
shipbuilding and the various branches 
of engineering. the columns giving 
successively from left to right the totals 
for men (21 years and over), youths and 
boys, women (18 years and over) and ali 
workers.

Tn its comments on the investigation 
in general, the article states that the 
average earnings in the last pay-week 
in January of the 5 million workpeople 
covered by the returns received were as 
follows: Men (21 years and over), 
114s. 7d.; youths and boys, 43s. 1d.; 
women (18 years and over), two Wire: 
time workers being counted as one full- 
timer, 60s. 9d.; girls, 34s. 9d. These 
figures. however, relate only to the 
wage-earners employed in the establish- 
ments from which returns were 
received and the “average earnings 
shown are affected by the fact that 
different industries, with varying levels 
of wages, were not represented in equal 
proportions in the returns. For 
example, returns were obtained from a 
much higher proportion of employers 
in the engineering industry thau in the 
building industry, and the engineering 
industry has therefore an unduly heavy 
weight, in comparison with the build- 
ing industry, in the calculations from 
which the feregoing ‘averages are 
derived. 

Tn order to eliminate the effects of 
such disparities, general averages for 
all industries combined, and for each 
of 16 broad groups of industries, have 
been caleulated on the basis of the 
estimated total numbers of wage- 
earners employed in the individual in- 


dustries in January, 1946. These 
averages are given in a table, pub- 
lished in * The Ministry of 
Labour Gazette,” together with 
the percentage increase on similar 
averages relating to October, 1938. 


From the table it may be seen that in 
the metal, engineering and shipbuild- 
ing group of indnstries the average 
earnings of men (21 years and over) in 
January were 122s. 7d., au increase of 
63 per cent.; of youths and boys, 
42s. Sd. (63 per cent.); of women (18 
years and over), 64s. (92 per cent.); of 
girls, 35s. 11d. (80 per cent.); and of 
all workers, 103s, (73 per cent.). 

The percentage increases in average 
weekly earnings between. October, 
1938. and January, 1946, varied widely 
in different industries, Tu those 
covered by the inquiry, the average 
percentage increases in weekly earn- 
ings shown for men ranged from less 
than 50 per cent, in some industries to 
over 85 per cent, in others, while those 
for women ranged from less than 
55 per cent, to over 110 per cent. The

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in the earnings of women was greater 
than that shown for men is partly due 
to the increase since October, 1938, in 
the numbers of women engaged on work 
normally undertaken by men. 

In most of the principal industries 
in which such increases have occurred, 
wartime dilution agreements are still 
in operation providing that where 
women are employed on work pre- 
viously done by men they should be 
paid either the full rates for men 
(usually after a qualifying period, or 
subject to ability to perform the man’s 
work without extra supervision or 
assistance), or specified proportions of 
those rates, yielding wages higher than 
those generally paid for work not re- 
garded as men’s work. Some, part of 
the difference is also due to the fact 
that war advances, or war bonuses, 
granted to women, although usnally 
less in amount than those granted to 
men, have generally represented a 
somewhat greater percentage increase 
in pre-war rates than the war advances 
granted to men. 


Numbers of Man-hours Worked 
As stated above, employers were also 
asked to furnish particulars of the 
aggregate number of man - hours 
actually worked in the last pay-week 
in January, 1946. The results of this 
inquiry are also set out in tabular 
form. The figures given relate to the 
total number of hours actually worked 
in the week, including all overtime and 
excluding all time lost from any cause; 


recognised intervals for meals, &c., are |, 


also excluded. 

The hours actually worked in the last 
pay-week in January averaged 47.4 for 
men (21 years and over), 44.1 for youths 
and boys, 42.3 for women (18 years and 
over), 42.5 for girls and 45.8 for all 


workers. The table shows that there 
was considerable variation in the 
average hours worked in different 


industries and among different sex and 
age groups. In the great majority of 
industries the average hours worked by 
men in the last pay-week in January 
ranged between 44 and 50, those 
worked by youths and boys mostly 
ranged between 43 and 46, while those 
worked by women and girls were 
mostly between 40 and 44. Compared 
with the hours worked in the last 
week of October, 1938, these averages 
showed reduction of about 4 hour for 
men, nearly 14 hours for women, and 
rather more than 2 hours for youths, 
boys and girls, 

The average hourly earnings in the 
last pay-week in January, computed 
from the foregoing figures of average 
weekly earnings and working hours, 
and the average percentage increases 
on the average hourly earnings in the 
last pay-week of October, 1938, are also 
set out in tabular form. The hourly 
earnings in the last pay-week in 
January averaged 2s. 4.9d. for men 
(21 years and over), 11.8d. for youths 
and boys, 1s. 5.0d. for women (18 years 


and over), and .9.7d. for girls, the | 
average for all workers being Qs. 0.3d.; | 10,864; 


these show increases of 66 per cent., 
74 per cent., 89 per cent., 94 per cent. 
and 77 per cent. respectively over the 
average hourly earnings in the last 
pay-week of October, 1938.

Another table in the “Labour 


Gazette °” shows the average weekly 
earnings in tbe industries covered by 
these inquiries in October, 1938, and 
at various dates for which information 
is available hetween July, 1940, and 
January, 1946, computed on the basis 
of the total numbers of workpeople 
employed in the different industries at 
the various dates. The table shows a 
progressive increase in average earn- 
ings up to July, 1944, subsequent 
figures showing a decline from that 
peak. It is pointed out that the in- 
crease since 1938 represents the com- 
bined effects of a number of factors, 
including (a) increases in rates of 
wages, (b) increases or decreases in the 
number of working hours and in the 
amount of overtime, week-end work, 
night-shift working, &e., (¢) extension 
of systems of payment by results, and 
increased output by the workers 
affected, and (d) changes in the pro- 
portions of men, boys, women and girls 
employed in different industries and 
occupations. 


Increases in Wage Rates 

As regards the first of these factors, 
it is estimated that in the industries 
covered by the inquiries the average 
level of rates of wages for a full ordi- 
nary week’s work, exclusive of over- 


time. was about 50 to 51 per cent. 
higher in Jannary, 1946, than in 
October, 1938. If industries not 


covered by the inquiry (e.g. agricul- 
ture, coal mining, railway service, and 
merchant shipping) were included, the 
figure would be raised to about 58 per 
cent. The difference between this 
figure and the average increase of

SHIPYARD LABOUR 


More Unemployment in 
June 


The industrial analysis of unemploy- 


ment among insured persous at June 17 
last, published in the Jnly issue 


of 
“The Ministry of Labour Gazette,” 
shows that more than a thousand more 
shipyard workers were unemployed 
then than at May 13 last, the totals 
being 11,970 and 10,864 respectively. 
Decreases were shown, however, in the 
unemployment figures for engineering 
(42,266, against 43,695), and for the 
construction and repair of motor 
vehicles, cycles and aircraft (31,095, 
against 34,269). 

The same issue of the ‘“ Gazette ” 
contains an analysis of employment in 
industry in Great Britain for mid-1939, 
mid-1945, and April and May, 1946, 
which shows that 226,100 persons 
(males and females) were employed in 
shipbuilding and ship-repairing in 
May, against 227,000 in April, An 
article based upon the figures in the 
June issue, relating to shipbuilding and 
engineering, appeared in Luoyp’s Last 
of July 17 last. 

The analysis of employment covers 
only certain industries (with a total of 
11,345,100 persons employed in May. 
out of a total working population for 
the whole country of 20,321,000), The 
following table, based upon the figures 
given in the “ Gazette,” shows the 
estimated numbers (in units of a 
thousand) of insured persons employed 
in certain selected industries at the 
dates indicated :—

74 per cent. shown by the returns of 
actual weekly earnings represents the 
net effect of the other factors referred 
to above. 

As regards working hours, it is shown 
that the average number of hours 
actually worked by the wage earners 
employed in the industries covered by 
the inquiries was 45.8 in the last pay- 
week of January, 1946, compared with 
46.5 hours in the last pay-week of 
Octoher, 1938. Owing to payments for 
overtime, night shifts, and week-end 
work at rates above the normal rates, 
the increases in weekly working hours 
since October, 1938, which continued 
up to July, 1945, resulted in more than 
proportionate increases in weekly earn- 
ings. 

The extensions during the war period 
of piecework and other forms of pay- 
ment by results, combined with 
increased production by workpeople 
employed on such systems of payment, 
contributed towards the increases in 
average hourly earnings, equally with 
the increases in weekly earnings. 
Where production was increased, the 
extra charges arising from the higher 
earnings Were, of course, spread over 
the larger output.

THE THAMES COLLIER 


Two Diesel-Driven Craft 


By Our Special Corresponaent 

The construction of the special 
colliers which carry coal from 
North-East Coast ports to our 
London gas works, and which pro- 
ceed with their cargoes above 
London Bridge, is at the best a 
specialised business. There are 
not more than two or three ship- 
builders in the whole of Great 
Britain who have hitherto been con- 
cerned with this particular branch 
of shipbuilding. 

As might naturally be expected, 
the propulsion of such ships has 
previously been entirely in the 
hands of the steam reciprocating 
engine and the Scotch boiler. It is 
only within the past two years that 
the possibility of using the diesel 
engine for such work has been con- 


sidered, and within ike last year 
that e “ flat irons” have been 
laid down; two are now in hand 
and more are expected. Their 


advantages are obvious; low fuel 
consumption is one, smaller space 
taken up by machinery is another, 
a reduction in personnel required 
in the engine-room a third. 


A Typical Collier 

All these advantages are not 
accompanied without certain diffi- 
culties from a design point of view. 
A flat iron collier is not an easy 
ship to plan. Vital points to watch 
are her trim, cubice capacity, 
draught (which must be a mini- 
mum), low superstructure, her wide 
and long hatches, and the navigat- 
ing bridge slightly forward of 
amidships and at the break of the 
raised quarterdeck. A typical self- 
trimming collier for navigating the 
Thames bridges may have a length 
of 260 ft., a beam of 39.5 ft. and a 
depth moulded of 18.5 ft. Her dead- 
weight on a draught of 17 ft. 14 in. 
may be as much as 2690 tons, with a 
cubic capacity of 124,320 eu. ft. 
Space must be found for upwards of 
960 tons of water ballast; the gross 
tonnage is about 1720 and the net 
tonnage 940. 

In the pre-diesel days propul- 
sion might have been by a single 
steam triple - expansion engine 
developing about 700 h.p., taking 
steam from one boiler burning coal 
and delivering steam at 220 lb. per 
sq. in. pressure. Such a ship would 
have a speed of about 11 knots in 
service when fully loaded. 

The diese! substitute is interest- 
ing from many points of view. The 
Mitcham, the first diesel-driven flat- 
iron collier. now under construc- 
tion for the Wandsworth & District 
Gas Company, has dimensions very 
similar to those detailed above for 
the steamer, but her machinery 
comprises an 8-cylinder Polar Atlas 
diesel with cylinders 13.39 in. dia- 
meter and 22.44-in. stroke. The 
engine is directly coupled to the 
screw, which at the time the ship 
was ordered from the Burntisland 
Shipbuilding Company, Ltd., was 
stated to be of variable pitch type. 
If the ship actually goes to sea with 
such a propeller she will be the first 
British ship so equipped and will 
make history, not only as regards 
her main machinery but also from 
the propeller point of view. 

Purists in the matter of ship pro- 
pulsion may be inclined to query 
the raison détre for a reversible 
blade propeller in a ship of this

kind whose duties are of the most 
defined type. A flat-iron 
collier on her voyages north 
winter weather when light may, of 
course, pitch a great deal. [s it 
possible that the propeller is in- 
tended to act as a species of engine 
governor? On the other hand, is the 
propulsion of the ship herself to be 
controlled from the propeller ? 

If the engine itself ‘is a normal 
standard Polar Atlas design, it is 
obviously direct reversible. Prece- 
dent has been created in this con- 
nection, however, for it is under- 
stood that the Johnson liner Suecia, 
the first ocean-going ship to be fitted 
with propellers of this kind, has 
direct reversing engines. 

It is noteworthy that the dimen- 
sions of this new collier, the first 
motorship in such an important 
trade, are closely akin to those of a 
steamer. More intimate details of 
the design are lacking. It is be- 
lieved, however, that the conven- 
tional folding funnel and masts 
have been superseded by telescopic 
ones, though this is a small point in 
connection with the importance of 
the ship as a whole. 

Development has not stopped 
short with the Wandsworth & Dis- 
trict Gas Company, however, for 
the Burntisland.yard is also con- 
structing a ship for the Fulham 
Borough Council to replace a collier 
of rather smaller gross tonnage than 
that of the Wandsworth & District 
Gas Company’s vessel which was 
sunk in collision this year. In this 
case a most unusual system of pro- 
pulsion, is being adopted, two 
Mirrlees 4-cycle diesel engines, each 
of about 700 b.h.p., turning at 600 
r.p.m. are to drive a single screw 
via mechanical reduction gearing 
and hydraulic couplings at 150 
r.p.m. The new ship will be the 
first Fulham Borough Council 
motorship, and, let it again be re- 
peated, the second motorship of this 
kind for service on the Thames. 

If, however, the Wandsworth ship 
is interesting because she is diesel 
propelled, the Fulham ship is even 
more so, because she is the first 
geared diesel merchant ship to be 
constructed in Great Britain; she is 
also one of the few merchant ships 
afloat to-day in which the Mirrlees 
engine is used for propulsion. As 
such she will be watched with a 
great deal of interest. 

What is the real reason for the 
use of geared diesels in a ship of 
this kind? Do the owners feel hap- 
pier with two engines geared to one 
shaft, remembering that the engines 
chosen in this case have in the main 
been of non-reversible type? Is the 
choice of engines at this period of 
building ships limited by their 
availability? Do the owners feel 
that the direct-coupled diesel turns 
at rather too high a number of revo- 
lutions per minute for a necessarily 
slow turning screw in a single-screw 
ship ? 

The problems of installation of 
the two different power plants for 
two different owners must have been 
intensely interesting ones, from the 
builders’ point of view. When full 
details are available we shall look 
undoubtedly to see whether the pro- 
peller shaft in the geared ship is 
above the centreline of the engine 
crankshaft. It would be interesting 
to know whether any investigation 
was made into the possibility of 
using a single non-reversing engine 
in association with a reduction re- 
verse gear. Possibly we may ulti- 
mately see some form of electric 
drive for this kind of ship, though 
simplicity of layout must always be 
the keynote. 

Lastly, it is most important to 
place on record this latest entry of 
the diesel engine into a field which 
has hitherto been considered the 
monopoly of steam, and which 
might still be were it not for the 
fact that economical diesel engines 
are cheaper in first cost, more easy 
to produce and more readily avail- 
able than really economical steam 
engines. The whole idea presages 
an entirely new conception of a type 
of ship which is indigenous to the 
British shipowning scene.

Persistent Calls for Bigger 


Deliveries 


A Middlesbrough correspondent tele- 
graphed yesterday regarding the Tees 
iron and steel market: - 

Home aud export buyers continue 
keen to negotiate for larger qnantities 
of material, but producers are showing 
increasing disinclination to add to 
their commitments. Persistent calls for 
bigger deliveries against extensive 
running contracts are seriously taxing 
sources of supply, and short deliveries 
have occasioned some inconvenience. 
Pig-iron consumers are taking up full 
allocations, and would readily accept 
larger deliveries to build up depleted 
stocks. The very limited makes of high 
phosphorous qualities are promptly 
absorbed, and bigger quantities from 
other producing areas are urgently 
needed to meet the reauirements of 
light casting foundries. Outputs of low 
and medium grades are no more than 
sufficient for current requirements. 
The whole of basic iron production is 
still retained for use at makers’ own 
consuming works. The distribution of 
hematite is adequate for home needs. 

Demand for semi-finished steel con- 
tinues in excess of production, and the 
prospect of better imports is not very 
favourable. All classes of finished steel 
are in strong request, Sheet makers 
and plate producers have heavy hook- 
ings and cannot entertain offers of new 
business for supply before the early 
part of next year. Plants turning out 
railway requisites are assured of great 
activity over the next six months, and 
works producing colliery equipment 
have orders to keep them busy for a 
considerable time.

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MARINE DIESELS 


Examination of German 
Practice 


SOME BASIC FACTS 


Discussions with a number of techni- 
cal experts in Germany regarding 
German marine diesel engine practice 
form the subject. of CIOS (Shipbuild- 
ing), submitted by Mr. Wm. P. 
Spofford on behalf of the United 
States Technical Industrial Intelli- 
gence Committee. The officials inter- 
viewed included chief engineers and 
chiefs of departments of Blohm & Voss, 
M.A.N. (Hamburg plant), F. Krupp- 
Germaniawerft A.G., Howaldtswerke 
A.G., Norddeutscher Lloyd, Hamburg- 
Amerika Linie and Deutsche Schiff 
und Maschinenbau Aktiengesellschaft 
Werk (Demag). Extracts from the 
report, which may be obtained from 
H.M. Stationery Office, price 2s., are 
given below :— 

Germany has built every conceivable 
type of marine diesel, including all 
combinations of transmission to the 
propellers, has considerable experience 
with all and has some very successful 
ship operators—consequently a sound 
composite opinion should carry weight. 
Language difficulties, plus the pecu- 
liarity of conditions attending these 
interviews, tend toward reservations as 

| to the soundness of such opinions; how- 
ever, they can be weighed in the light 
of the actual. designs and engines being 
used to arrive at fairly firm con- 
clusions. 

A few basic facts seem agreed upon 
by all, namely: (1) The desirability of 
using good fuel and lubricating oil; 
(2) steady operation at approximately 
85 per cent, rated power; (3) a general 
conservation as to engine r.p.m. 
Point (3) is most clearly evidenced by 
the most recent German merchant 
ships with geared and electric drive. 
Here the speed possibility is almost 
unlimited, within practical ranges, yet 
in every such case observed the actual 
speed is held to about 260 r.p.m, maxi- 
mum, even for four-cycle, single-acting 
trunk piston types. 


Piston Speed 

When asked as to why this slow 
speed, the answer almost invariably is 
that 1200 ft. per minute piston speed 
has been considered as about the limit 
for seagoing merchant ships, and a 
ratio of 1 to 1.35—bore to stroke— 
about the best combination for effici- 
ency and service, and that these two 
factors automatically determine the 
correct r.p.m. These opinions appear 
to be held by most operators and by 
some of the large shipyards. This com- 
bination does appear to have given 
very good service and little trouble.

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however, while going along with this 
combination when requested, agreed 
that higher piston speeds (with good 
lubrication which they did not have in 
the late stages of the war) up to 
1350 ft. per minute, and square engines 
i.e. approximately equal bore and 
stroke—would be perfectly feasible and 
permit satisfactory high rotation 
speeds and would be lighter, 
cheaper and more compact. They 
also agree that the fuel con- 
sumption would be slightly higher 
and overhaul more frequent, though 
not necessarily more expensive, due to 
standardised parts, One operator 
(Norddeutscher Lloyd) has expressed 
definite interest in M.A.N.’s new high- 
speed designs, 

First on the list is the old direct- 
connected single-acting diesel. The 
speed here is usually a compromise 
between reasonably good propeller 
speed and reasonable weight. When 
compared with the 260 r.p.m. class, 
geared on electric units, it is reported 
to be cheaper but heavier. These are 
usually made with very little alloys or 
special materials, are simple and can 
be repaired anywhere in the world. 
Furthermore, satisfactory engines of 
this type can be had during periods 
of special material shortages, and this 
factor is reported to have led to some 
recent orders for this type. However, 
under normal conditions, the trend 
seems definitely away from this type, 
due to weight. 

The double-acting direct connected 
engine appears to have a field in the 
higher powers—3500 to 10,000 h.p. This 
is particularly due to the same con- 
servatism on speed—about 150 r.p.m. 
for this type in geared units (Blohm & 
Voss figure), wherein the geared unit 
does not offer a Very great saving in 
weight and the direct acting unit is 
actually shorter in over all length and 
simpler. 
for this type and reportedly for the 
above reasons (Norddeutscher Lloyd). 


Cycle 

Until recently, judging both by state- 
ments and by orders placed, the two- 
cycle type was generally favoured for 
all but small powers as providing the 
most power for a given weight and 
space. Most agree, however, that 
except for weight and space, the four- 
cycle is the better engine. ‘Lhe recent 
extensive experience with super- 
chargers has apparently changed this 
picture completely. Nearly all now 
agree that the supercharged four-cycle 
engine produces more power for a given 
size and. weight than the two-cycle 
unit. 

M.A.N., for one, state that they have 
experimented with supercharging two- 
cycle engines, but that the gain was 
not sufficient to justify the installation. 
Due to the above reasons, the trend 
has now swung back to four-cycle 
engines supercharged. This in turn 
has opened the field to higher speeds 
and has led to research towards this 
end. Higher speeds immediately indi- 
cate either gears or electric drive to 


provide the necessary reduction to 
suitable propeller speeds. These 
developments are steadily tending 


toward reduced weight and space. 
Electric Transmission 

This costs more and weighs more 
than geared transmission, is less effi- 
cient by almost 5 per cent., and 
requires more skilled personnel. 
Nevertheless, there are certain appli- 
cations where it is justified, particu- 
larly where there are other large 
electrical needs for port usc—suction 
dredgers, for instance, Again, there 
may be special space considerations 
wherein space at shaft level is 
very restricted, but considerable is 
available at a higher level. Ham- 
burg-Amerika Linie appears to be 
the strongest proponent for electric 
drive, and give as a reason a desire 
to have just one cylinder size in the 
fleet to simplify spare parts and main- 
tenance. Tt is difficult to see why 
geared units could not achieve this 
same admittedly desirable result, 
though, of course, the geared .unit is 
more restricted in number of cylinders, 
owing to torsional problems, 

D.C. diesel-electric propulsion is an 
old story and has not been greatly 
changed. A.C. is, however, relatively 
new, and has been described in detail 
in a report on the Ostmark. This seems 
to render satisfactory service, and first 
costs should be lower. We were unable 
to obtain comparative costs, as these 
figures all were developed in Berlin. 
The A.C. type takes auxiliary power 
from the main units, which helps over 
all efficiency anid tends to help to 
reduce first cost. Modern ships use 


more and more electric auxiliary 
power. D.C, has definite advantages 
for manoeuvring, but A.C., due 


to the necessity of isolating one 
power unit, does not appear superior 
to direct-reversing diesels as regards 
manoeuvring. 


Geared Units 

Here we have considerable contro- 
versy among the people interviewed. 
Some, including Krupp Germania and 
the Wagner Turbine Company, feel 
strongly that complete torsional isola- 
tion between engine and gear is 
essential, i.e. the use of a hydraulic 
coupling (Poettinger) or electric, as 
used in the United States, between 
these units. If we concede this point, 
then the efficiency of this combination 
is about the same as electric drive, but 
the cost and weight are less, for the 


gear is simpler to operate and 
maintain. 
Three very reputable concerns, 


nevertheless, Blohm. & Voss, Deutsche 
Werft, and Demag, all agree that these 


At least one order was noted, 


——completely isolating—couplings are 
not necessary if the installation is 
properly made, If this latter opinion 
is correct, then the simple geared unit 
becomes the most attractive future 
installation for small and medium 
powers. 

As Blohm & Voss are the leading 
proponents for this system, claim to 
have used it successfully since 1925 and 
state that they would always offer 
geared units, even with 2-cycle double 
acting engines in high powers. unless 
the owner wished something else—we 
will quote their Mr. Behnkee direct as 
to the firm’s methods and 


require- 
ments. 
“First and most important, the 
torsional moments of the engine 


must be analysed and so adjusted 
that there never will be a nega- 
tive moment. Usually this means 
a minimum of six cylinders for 
a reasonably shallow curve. This, 
plus a reasonable weight flywheel, is 
usually sufficient. Sometimes torsional 
analysis does not permit this, in which 
case the design of engine must be 
changed, either by more cylinders or 
rearrangement of masses to eliminate 
any possible negative moment, as other- 
wise there would be backlash in the 
gears, which is fatal to success. 

“Second, and almost equally impor- 
tant—complete torsional analysis of 
entire mechanism, from engine to, and 
including, propeller, Also, a check of 
hull vibration moments to be sure 
ship and machinery do not coincide. 
Criticals of final unit must not be 
excessive at any running speed. 

“ Third, engines should be 
matched so that number one piston 
of each engine is on top centre 
at the same time. ln this 
manner, all engines are said to 
act as one, thus greatly simpli- 
fying the torsional problems, It also 
simplifies resetting after one engine 
has been disconnected. With these pre- 
cautions, the solid coupling is entirely 
satisfactory, as proved by long success- 
ful service.” 


Supercharging 

There appears to be a universal trend 
towards the supercharger. The Biichi 
exhaust gas turbo driven unit also 
seems to be almost a universal choice. 
These were visible in every single plant 
visited, and this point is confirmed by 
all interviewers. The submarine 
engine was an exception, but for a very 
definite reason. These engines (Krupp 
design) all had superchargers driven by 
gears and flexible coupling from the 
main engine, because apparently the 
submarine would occasionally ship 
water in both intake and exhaust 
pipes, in which case the gear driven 
unit would cough and splutter but go 
on. whereas the Biichi reputedly would 
stop dead. Even under these condi- 


tions, it is interesting to note that-the|-- 4 


latest standard submarine engine— 
M.A.N,.—at present being installed 
also has the Biichi as standard equip- 
ment. While some builders design and 
use their own fuel injection systems, 
the large majority apparently use the 
standard Bosch system. 


Cooling Systems 

Tt was rather surprising to observe a 
general trend back to salt water 
cooling. Germania, Blohm & Voss and 
M.A,N. in merchant ships’ engines, as 
well as all submarine engines, have salt 
water cooling. Others are believed to 
have the same, though this was not 
carefully checked. Germania had 
records of very thorough research on 
this subject, including’ plastic models 
for studying water circulation in the 
jackets, and particularly the cylinder 
head. This research showed that zinc 
plates, if they interfered with smooth 
streamlined flow, did no good, and in 
fact some harm, but if they were faired 
in with the streamlining were very 
beneficial. Their final design carried 
this smooth uniform velocity flow, with 
no eddies, restrictions or hot spots. 
straight through the entire cooling 
system. With this change, they felt 
there was no necessity for fresh water 
cooling of Jackets or heads, and so built 
their engines. They did still use fresh- 
water cooling for double-acting engine 
pistons, and oil cooling for single- 
acting trunk pistons, except aluminium 
submarine engine pistons, which 
required no cooling. Blohm & Voss 
used a similar system, likewise M.A.N. 
on submarine engines at least, but 
neither had evidence of as thorough 
research. All claimed to have no 
trouble. The single exception by all 
three was in the case of vessels trading 
in silt laden waters. For such trades, 
separate cleanable heat exchangers 
were obviously needed. 


Crank Case Explosions 

All were interviewed on this subject, 
and all expressed surprise at any con- 
cern on the matter. All submarine 
engines, and many others, have safety 
plates on one side of the engine, away 
from the operating platform. All had 
some type of ventilation. Germania 
a 90 mm. pipe per cylinder from upper 
crankcase to supercharger suction— 
used on all sizes up to 125 h.p. per 
cylinder. Tor sizes above 125 h.p., the 
same pipe, but direct to atmosphere. 
Blohm & Voss had one 3-tn. pipe 
per engine carried up to the 
skylights just open vent 
with no vacuum or take-off. 
M.A.N. submarine engines have 
one 15 mm. pipe per engine 
leading to supercharger suction (about 
8 in. of water-suction). They recom- 
mend, however, that this be a larger 
pipe with a 15 mm. orifice when engine 
is in good conqition., and to be enlarged 
if engine is badly worn. id
